WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP).— 
Legislation to permit’ President 
Roosevelt to requisition idle for- 
eign ships in United States ports 
for national defense was passed by 
the House today and sent to the 
Senate. 


The vote was announced as 266 
to 120. 

Approval came after the members 
had defeated two attempts to pro- 
hibit the President from transfer- 
ring any ship taken over from 
one belligerent to another. 

The legislation specifically would 
authorize the President to pur- 
chase, requisition or take title .to 
any idle foreign merchant ship 
deemed necessary for national de- 
fense “for such use or disposition 
as he shall direct.” 

Expires June. 30, 1942. 

It would apply to. 83 foreign 
ships, including two German and 
28 Italian vessels, and would expire 
June 30, 1942, unless the present 
emergency ended before that date. 

The Maritime Commission would 
be given authority to purchase or 
charter foreign-owned ships — a 
power it does riot toW have.” ~ 

At the last minute, the House 
approved provisions to permit the 
Government to waive any existing 
laws relating to masters, officers 
and crew and crew quarters. Two 
attempts were made—and were de- 
feated—to make certain that those 
sections would not lead to changes 
in wages, hours and working con- 
ditions that might be detrimental 
to labor.

WASHINGTON, May 7 (AP).— 
Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, announced today that Chair- 
man Emory 8S.

} Stimson, in which he urged immediate use of the American Navy 
“to make the seas secure for the delivery of munitions to Britain,” 


follows: 

You will excuse a word of pre- 
face as to the personal position 
from which I speak. Today I am 
being called a warmonger by some 
of those who oppose our present 
efforts at national defense. As a 
matter of fact, for many years 
after the Great War, both as a 
private citizen and as Secretary of 
State, I labored with my full 
strength for the establishment of 
a reign of law among the nations 
under which their controversies 
could be settled by judicial methods 
instead of force. There was a 
time when such a movement 
seemed full of hope. Today that 
time has passed—temporarily, we 
trust—and our hopes of peace have 
been dashed by international ag- 
gression. The world is facing s0 
great a crisis that all of our ef- 
forts must be turned toward the 
defense of our nation’s safety. For 
that reason tonight I am speaking 
of that crisis and of our defense 
in meeting it. 

In 1933 a group of men under 
the leadership of Adolph Hitler 
obtained possession of the Govern- 
ment of Germany and overthrew 
-the German republic. Mr. Hull, 
our Secretary of State, recently 
has well described the methods of 
those men as the methods of bar- 
barism. Both within and without 
Germany they have set back the 
clock of time more than five cen- 
turies. They have embarked on 
a scheme of conquest’ which is 
avowedly intended to be world- 
wide. For that purpose they have 
built up in secret an immense mil- 
itary machine based on the forced 
labor of Germany. They have al- 
ready attacked, conquered and oc- 
cupied Austria, Czecho-Slovakia, 
Poland; Norway, Denmark, Hol- 
land, Belgium, Luxembourg, 
France, Rumania, Hungary, Bul- 
garia and Yugoslavia and have re- 
duced the people of those 13 coun- 
‘tries to a condition of semi-slav- 
ery to the Nazi despotism. They 
have attached to their Axis as 
vassals two other nations dominat- 
“ed by the same purpose of military 
‘conquest—Italy, guilty of unpro- 
yoked attacks upon Ethiopia, Al- 
bania and Greece; and Japan, 
guilty of a similar attack upon her 


~meighbor, China. 


Slavery Substituted

* By this conquest they have de- 


“gtroyed the Western civilization 


which had been slowly building 
up in Europe ever since the Dark 
Ages. We are so close to these 
sudden happenings that we can 
hardly yet realize the havoc which 
has thus been wrought both with- 
in and without the national boun- 
daries of that unhappy continent. 


For example, for many centuries | 


humanity has slowly been building

All at once it has been 
dashed aside and trampled on by 
these Nazi rulers who are propos- 
ing to establish a world order in 
which they shall be the masters 
and the people of all other na- 
tions their slaves. They have left 
no such thing as individual rights 
of liberty within their territory or 
international rights of independ- 
ence without their territory. Both 
domestic and international law 
have gone down under their blows. 
For the rule of law they have sub- 
stituted the rule of the Gestapo, 
the secret -police under whose 
malign terrorism no vestige of per- 
sonal freedom is safe. 


‘Steadily Encircling 
Our Western World.’ 


This is the so-called new order 
which we face today. It has open- 
ly announced its hostility to us 
and to our order. It has been 
steadily encircling our Western 
world.. Its advance agents are al- 
ready busy among the republics 
to the south of us, building stra- 
tegic air lines through vital por- 
tions of that continent and creep- 
ing up towards our Panama Ca- 
nal. Its armed forces are threat- 
ening West Africa looking toward. 
a jumping-off place within easy 
reach of the Brazilian coast. Its 


propagandists are already vigor- 
ously active in our own population. 


Hitler and his military associ- 


precedented power. They have 
used every method of duplicity and 
of propaganda to surprise their 
victim nations with sudden at- 
tack. They now arrogantly con- 
front the world, including our- 
selves, with the alternative of ab- 
ject surrender or uncompromising 
forcefu, resistance. 

I cannot recall that the. United 
States throughout its history—even 
when it was smal] and weak—has 
yielded to such a demand. Let us 
see whether there is any need of 
changing our policy now. In the 
first place this so-called new order 
of Hitler is not new; and it has 
not and never will create order in 
this world. Hitler's regime of 
brutal lawlessness is merely one 
of those temporary reactions, 
which have occurred at intervals 
during all of man’s long history 
of progress upward. Since his 
origin millions of years ago, am- 
bitious men have many times at- 
tempted a worldwide conquest over 
the liberties of their fellow men. 
But they have never permanently 
succeeded and they never will. 

Hitler has taken advantage of 
the discontent of a troubled post- 
war period to impose his rule upon 
a docile-minded nation which has 
more than once temporarily yield- 
ed its love of liberty to an effi- 
cient autocrat. His rise has been 
facilitated by many an accident 
which might easily have been pre- 
vented. Many an unwary sentinel 
of liberty has been caught napping 
at vital moments. But, as has al- 
ways happened before, the prog- 


freedom will be taken up again 
and carried forward with new 
spirit and with fresh knowledge 
acquired by the unhappy experi- 
ences of the past. To be fright- 
ened into a belief that Hitler had 
created a new and permanent 
world order would be as naive as 
it would be cowardly. 


Strategic Conditions 
Governing Defense. 


In the next place let us examine 
the strategic conditions which 
must govern our defense against 
an admittedly serious danger, al- 
beit it is only temporary. 

The people of the United States 
have been greatly blessed by the 
geographical conditions of their 
homeland. Two broad oceans lie 
to the east and west of us, while 
north and south of us are only 
friendly nations of whose inten- 
tions and power we have no fear. 
Thus the instinct of our people 
in regard to their ocean defense 
is a sound instinct. There is great 
possibility of protection in the 
fact that we have the Atlantic 
Ocean between us and Europe, 
and the Pacific Ocean between us 
and Asia. So long as those oceans 
are under our own friendly con- 
trol, their broad waters consti- 
tute an insuperable barrier to any 
armies which may be built up by 
would-be aggressor governments. 
But that condition of friendly con- 
trol is imperative. If it should be 
lost, the oceans over night would 
become easy channels for the path 
of attack against us. 

The development of modern air 
power greatly intensifies this ne- 
cessity of friendly control of the 
oceans. It now makes it neces- 
sary for us to command not only 
the reaches of ocean adjacent to 
our own shores but the entire 
reach of the oceans surrounding 
the western continent; for, if hos- 
tile nations possessing powerful 
armies ahd air power can 6nce 
make a landing on the shores of 
our weaker neighbor nations either 
north or south of us, our immun- 
ity is gone. It would then be- 
come a comparatively simple mat- 
ter for them to establish air bases 
within striking distance of the 
great industrial cities which now 
fill our country. And the only way 
in which we could prevent this 
would be the intolerable method of 
ourselves maintaining armies large 
enough to command the areas of 
our continent for thousands of 
miles beyond our own borders. 

Such a condition would trans- 
form the good neighbor relations 
which now prevail throughout the 
American republics into the same 
abhorrent system of forceful dom- 
ination which we are seeking to 
keep out of the hemisphere. In 
short, to the nations of America, 
friendly control of the surround- 
ing oceans is a condition of the 
reign of freedom and mutual in- 
dependence which now tee: 
in that continent. 


‘Control of Atlantic 


Gravely Threatened.’ 


For over .100 years the control 
of the Atlantic Ocean has been ex- 
ercised by the British fleet. By 
the Washington treaty of 1922 
Great. Britain voluntarily consent- 
ed to parity between her fleet and 
ours and thus admitted us to an 
equa) share in that control. The 
significant feature to us of this 
century-old condition has been 
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cepted by us as a dominant factor 
in the ocean defense upon which 
our safety and mode of life depend. 

During that century we have ac- 
commodated our whole method of 
life to that situation. We have 


mies. We have built populous cit- 
ties upon our seacoast which are 
easily vulnerable to attack from 
the Atlantic Ocean. We have, in 
short, adopted a mode of national 


Ute which is dependent upon the 


continuance of a sea power of 
which we ourselves feel in no ap- 
prehension. 

Today that situation is gravely 
threatened. The British Isles, 
which have been a fortress against 
any despotic approach to our 
shores . through the northern 
reaches of the Atlantic, are threat- 
ened both by attacks from the air 
and blockade from the sea. If 
their government should fall ei- 
ther from starvation or from at- 
tack, the British fleet, if it sur- 
vived at all, would have no ade- 
quate base for its continued opera- 
tions. If the British Isles should 
fall, all of the great shipyards of 
Britain would pass into the hands 
of the aggressor nations and their 
maritime shipbuilding capacity, 
thus augmented, would become six 
or seven times as large as our 
own. Under such conditions our 
own fleet would be quite unable to 
protect the Western Hemisphere 
from the overwhelming sea power 
which would then confront it. Even 
today its tonnage is exceeded by 
the combined t-nnage of the Axis 
powers, and, with the énormous 
preponderance in building capac- 
ity which they would then have, 
command of the entire seas sur- 
rounding us would in time inevita- 
bly pass into their hands. 

Furthermore, ewe have only 

just begun to build up our mili- 
tary and air defenses. At least 
a year will pass befOre we can 
have an army and an air force 
adequate to meet the air and 
ground forces which could be 
brought against us if the con- 
trol of the seas passed into Axis 
hands. Ten months ago we be- 
gan to build up those air and 
ground defenses and the prog- 
ress which has thus far been 
made has been satisfactory and 
has surpassed our expectations. 

But the stubborn fact remains 
that an adequately constructed and 
trained air force and army in a 
country of this size cannot be 
created in less than. a minimum 
of two years fit to meet the air 
forces and army which Germany 
has been spending six years in 
producing. Time is the essential 
factor and time cannot be had if 
seapower is lost. Today the wide 
flung forces of the British Navy 
are threatened in the North At- 
lantic, the Mediterranean, and in 
Malaysia. Those thinly spread 
forces today alone are securing to 
us that precious time. 

None of these facts are new. 
They have been unfolded before 
the eyes of us all, if we would 
take the trouble to read the les- 
gon. They have been the motive 
of the policy and action of our 
Government thus far and our peo- 
ple understand them and have ap- 
proved the course which the Goy- 
ernment has so far followed. Not 
only have enormous appropriations 
been passed by the Congress for 
our own defense, but a statute, 
the so-called Lease and Lend Act, 
Was been passed expressly for the 
purpose of furnishing aid to Brit- 
ain and those other beleaguered 
nations whose defense the Coh- 
gress has deemed necessary to our 
own defense. Under that act seven

duction of 56 per cent. 
These reductions, under a pro- 
vision of law which authorizes the 
unty Court to “correct errors” 


in tax levies, have become known 
about the Clayton Courthouse as 
“Christmas presents.” 

Most reductions made under 
that statute by the County Court 
were on appeals by taxpayers 
who had been improperly billed 
for taxes in school, sewer, or 
other taxing districts tn which 
their property was not actually 
situated, and whose appeals, when 
taken before the County Court, 
had been indorsed by the Assessor 
or Collector to show that an error 
ad been made. 

The 35 tax cuts mentioned here, 
however, were made simply on the 
ground that the taxpayer thought 
his taxes were too high. 


Along the Ladue Road. 


Most of Corneli’s neighbors 
who profited from the tax cuts 
are in the Locust Grove School 
District, which lies generally west 
of Ballas road, on both sides 
of Ladue road. There are some 
farms in the district, and some 
fine estates. Eleven of the 18 
Locust Grove property owners who 
received these tax cuts were estate 
owners. 

None of the estate owners who 
teceived “Christmas present” tax 
reductions had appealed from his 
assessment to the Board of Equal- 
ization, which consists of the three 
members of the County Court, the 
Assessor, and the County Highway 
Engineer.

BENTON, Ill, May 7.—The farm- 
ers from the clay hills south of 
Benton, where a large oil field 
is being developed, have put aside 
their shotguns, but their fight with 
the oil companies and their old en- 
‘emy, the coal company, goes on, 
though the scene of battle has 

shifted to the courts. 

A short time ago half a dozen 
farms were being guarded by 
armed men to prevent an inde- 
pendent oil operator from drilling 
on the farmers’ land without so 
much as signing a lease with the 
landowners. 

An unusual situation has arisen 
in that the coal rights on all of the 
land on which oil has »veen found 
or is in prospect of being found 
were deeded some 35 years ago to 
various Franklin County coal com- 
panies. These deeds were in turn 
acquired by the Chicago, Wilming- 
ton & Franklin Coal Co,, which 
now. contends that in most cases 
the original coal deed also signed 
away any oil rights and that the 
oil belon s to it without any ad- 
ditional compensation to the farm- 
ers. 


— 


Farmers Organize. 

The farmers contend that not 
only did they or their predecessors 
on the land not have any intention 
of signing away any oil rights 35 
years ago, but that they were 
“robbed of their coal” then and 
have every intention of getting full 
benefit from the oil] boom now. 

They have formed the Farmers’ 
Oil Protective Association of 
Franklin County, with more than 
43000 members, headed by the Rev. 
Henry B. Stalcup, a Baptist min- 
ister who has two wells, both in 
dispute, on his farm. 

“We don’t want any violence,” 
the Rev. Mr. Stalcup said, “but if 
nothing but war will do, we'll have 
it. We are trying to keep order, 
but with the first shot fired, 50 
men would be killed. The entire 
community is with us, the coal 
company has no one except their 
employes for them.” | 
The Benton oil field bids fair 
to become one of the best in Iili- 
nois. Oil operators say it has not 
yet shown the potentialities of the 
fields farther north near Salem 
and St. Elmo, but call it a “darn 
good. field.” There are some 50 
wells in production now, 30 more 
being drilled, and others being

Blanket Drilling Lease. 


The Chicago, Wilmington -& 
Franklin Coal Co. has given” a 
blanket lease for oil drilling on all 
the property on which it has the 
coal rights to E. 8. Adkins, an in- 
dependent operator. He, in turn, 
has farmed out some of the leases 
to the Shell Oil Co., the only major 
company in the field so far. 

In some cases Adkins and Shell 
have reached settlements with 
farmers holding “coal and other 
mineral” deeds. The question as 
to whether the phrase “other min- 
erals” includes oil has not yet been 
decided by Illinois courts.. ‘Which- 
ever way the courts finally rule, 
either the farmer or the oil op- 
erator would stand to lose all. ~In 
the settlements which have been 
reached, the operator and the farm- 
er have divided the customary 
one-eighth royalty.

of here. 

Story of Whipping. 
Caldwell alleged Dr. Murrell 
forced him, at the point of a re- 
volve-,'to strip to the waist and 
lie on the floor.while the women 
took turns in lashing him with a 
home-made whip of six or seven 
long leather strips fastened to a 
wooden handle. ) 

Sheriff H, J. Williams of Cam- 
den County said the teachers and 
Dr. Murrell had admitted flogging 
Caldwell. Miss Rhodes told him, 
he said, that it was in retaliation 
for Caldwell attacking her more 
than a year ago, and that she re- 
cently told Dr. Murrell of the 
matter after he had asked her to 
marry him. She said she did not 
report the attack to authorities for 
fear of publicity and embarrass- 
ment.

Caldwell, in his statement to 
the Prosecuting Attorney, said Dr. 
Murrell called for him at his home 
Thursday afternoon and suggest- 
ed they go get a drink. He said 
they drove to the teachers’ cabin 
for what he thought was a friendly 
visit. Once inside, Dr. Murrell 
pulled the revolver from a pocket 
and told the women to pull down 
the shades. Caldwell said Dr. 
Murrell ordered him to remove his 
shirt and undershirt and then 
asked him: “Can you take your 
punishment like a man?” 

After he was forced to lie on 
the floor, Caldwell related, Miss 
Rhodes flogged him with the whip 
for several minutes until she was 
exhgusted. As she rested a mo- 
ment, Dr. Murrell asked him if he 
wanted a cigarette, but Caldwell 
said he refused, Miss Rhodes re- 
sumed lashing him and _ then 
turned the whip over to Miss 
Keith, Caldwel] charged. 

Taken to Relative’s Home. 

When the flogging was finished,

WASHINGTON, May “7 (AP). 
—Leon Henderson, defense price 


administrator, predicted today that 
“the compulsion of events” would 


| imcrease defense spending. during 


the coming fiscal year to “at leaat 
$18,000,000,000 and probably to $20,- 
000,000,000.” 

This forecast, higher than any 
previously made officially, was’ 
presented to the House Ways and 
Means Committee in a discussion 
of the relation of a proposed new 
$3,500,000,000 tax program to the 
big defense-war aid effort. 

Budget estimates in January 
were that defense costs in the 
next fiscal year would be $10,800,- 
000,000. , 

Henderson expressed agreement 
with the Treasury’s new revenue 
goal of $3,500,000,000 but opposed 
excise levies on ‘what he. classi- 
fied as “goods and services of 
mass consumption” and on. “lux- 
uries” on the ground that they 
were “deflationary and unneces- 
sary.” 

At the same time, he said that 
the Treasury proposal for stiffer 
income taxes on lower and middle 
income brackets seemed “fair and 
equitable,” although they “may 
perhaps be more drastic than is. 
necessary at the present.” The 
Treasury proposal would add a 
new and higher system of income 
surtaxes, starting at 11 per cent 
on the present bottom income tax 
bracket. 

Henderson said he believed taxes 
should not be raised on luxuries 
“non-competitive” with the defense 

rogram, such as candy, beer, wine, 
liquors, toilet preparations, bowl- 
ing. alleys, cigars, cigarettes, 
matches, checking accounts, tele 
phones, soft drinks, sporting goods, 
safety deposit boxes, club dues and 
trunks. .

LONDON, May 7.—London wait- 
ed anxiously today for the Amer- 
ican reaction to last night's broad- 
cast by Secretary of War Stimson 
in which he abruptly advocated 
full-fledged American participation 
in the Battle of the Atlantic. 

American naval assistance in de- 
feating U-boats would, most ex- 
perts believe, be of decisive im- 
portance, as far as the Battle of 
the Atlantic is concerned. What 
its implications might pe are not 
lost on anybody here. 

Washington’s super trial balloon 
came at a moment when it was 
most badly needed. At the moment 
that Stimson was speaking, Ger- 
man bombers were giving Clyde- 
side and Merseyside another ter- 
rific pounding, people were moving 
in a.steady stream from battered 
cities in various parts of the Brit- 
ish Isles, and British forces were 
fighting desperate rearguard ac- 
tions all the way from Greenland 
to the Cape and from Halifax to 
the Persian Gulf. 

Britain was not down and out, 
but it was fighting for its life as 
it had never fought before. If the 
“implications” of Stimson’s speech 
come true then, in the estimation 
of experts and all the ordinary 
people in this country, what has 
seemed like an almost hopeless, 
one-sided struggle will suddenly be 
converted into a very even strug- 
gle, with every promise that it 
will become a one-sided  strug- 
gle in favor of the Allies when 
the United States achieves peak 
production.

Resolution in House Calls! 
for Legiglative Body, 
Executive Offices, Abo-. 
lition “of ‘County Court.,

JEFFERSON CITY, May 7.—A 
plan for a complete change in the 
form of government in St. Louis 
County, abolishing the County 
Court and all administrative of- 
fices, and substituting a ‘charter 
form of government, is proposed 
in a resolution introduced in the 
House of Representatives late yes- 
terday by Representative Howard 
Elliott.

Under the plan proposed, the Cir- 


cuit Judges in the county would 
appoint a charter commission, con- 
sisting of one member from each 
township for each 15,000 votes cast 
in the election for Governor, the 
Circuit Judges, the members of 
the County Court and the county 
members of the Legislature. 

The Judges would be authorized 
to appoint the commission on pe- 
tition of 10 per cent of the eligible 
voters in the county. 

The scheme set up in the pro- 
posed constitutional amendment 


| corresponds to a municipal gov- 


ernment plan, the commission be- 
ing required to draw up a structure 
of central government. This would 
include a legislative body to enact 
ordinances and administrative de- 
partments. 

The present municipal govern- 
ments in the county would not be 
disturbed, although the proposed 
charter would authorize the trans- 
fer to municipalities, with their 
consent, of any governmental fufic- 
tions, and the transfer of any of 
the municipal functions to the 
county government. 

The proposed amendment re- 
quires that any charter adopted 
for the county shall contain an 
initiative and referendum provision 
for legislation dealing with the 
property, affairs and government 
of the county, and a recall provi- 
sion for county officers, 

The charter prepared by the 
commissioners would go into ef- 
fect on approval by a majority of 
those voting at a special election,

posal to Change School 


Curriculum. 


Modification of the entire pub- 
lic school curriculum is contem- 


plated in a guidance program sug- 
gested by Superintendent of In- 
struction Homer W. Anderson and 
approved by the School Board 
Committee on Instruction at a 
meeting last night. 

The program is an answer to 
many complaints that the school 
system is not training students for 
the jobs for which they are fitted, 
Anderson said. 

“We have to modify the whole 
curriculum to fit the needs of the 
students and see they get into 
things for which they are quali- 
fied,” he explained. “We must 
eliminate as many square pegs and 
round holes as we can.” 

Under the plan, new positions 
of Director of Guidance, at $6000 
& year, and Assistant Director will 
be created. They will have a staff 
of clerks. In each high school at 
least two teachers will be as- 
signed full time to the program of 
guidance. - 

It is also proposed to appoint a 
curriculum and instruction re- 
search assistant, who will have the 
duty of making available the prop- 
er studies to suit the individual 
needs of the student. Several 
teachers at the two teachers’ col- 
leges will be given lighter 
loads in order to give time to su- 
pervision and curriculum work. 

“St. Louis schools are not ade- 
quately staffed with personnel as- 
signed to these important serv- 
ices,” the Superintendent’s report 
stated. “The curriculum must be 
kept alive; it must be adapted to 
the needs of our modern society, 
and to the varying needs of Ameri- 
can youth who live in St. Louis 
and attend its public schools.” 

The report touched off an hour's 
discussion of the theory of educa- 
tion at the meeting, with most of 
those present agreeing that the 
present system failed to train pu- 
pils to hold a job after graduation

Two bills. af- 
fecting jobs and salaries in the 
Workmen's Compensation Commis- 
sion’ were’ handled by the Demo- 
crats on the theory that they would 
be filled by Republicans under ap- 
pointment by a Republican Gov- 
ernor.

There now, however, is only a 
pile of dust and rubble to which 
the buildings were reduced by 
Greek artillery fire. 

The hill lies about 40 miles south 
of Berati alongside a highway be- 
tween two mountain ranges where 
Greek divisions were stopped on 
their. drive t6é thé north. 


Because of its position, the hill 
was the key to Tepeleni, which, in 
turn, was the key to Valona and 
perhaps Albania’s capital, Tirana. 

Had the Greek army been able 
to drive the Italians from the 
crest and nearby territory, they 
could have swept them to the sea. 
Thus, the reason for stubborn F'as- 
cist resistance and the sacrifice of 
the two companies which turned 
the tide of battle is apparent. 


The battlefield of Monastero 
probably more nearly resembles 
those of the World War than any 
other, for it was the key point in 
the only battle of position in the 
Greek-Italian conflict and was 
hammered every other day for 
more than two months by artillery 
of both sides. 


Costly Six-Day Battle. 


When the Germans invaded 
Greece and the war in Albania 
néared its end, desperate Greek 
resistance ‘cost the Italian army 
more than 6000 men in killed and 
wounded in a six-day battle that 
carried the Fascists over just five 
miles of mountainous terrain to 
Perati bridge, narrow entrance to 
Greece at the Albanian frontier. 

Many of these casualties, the. 
high command said, were among 
the Bari division led by Gen. Negro 
who was under orders to move 
from Klisura, Albania, to this. 
bridge. in time to meet German 
troops advancing southwest from 
the Bitolj (Monastiro gap in Yugo- 
slavia.) 

The’ Italians moved out of Kli- 
sura April 16 and a group of 
officers of Negro’s general staff 
met a detachment of the Adolf 
Hitler Elite SS division on the 
Greek side of the bridge at 5:26 
a. m. on April 22,

No Slackening of Drive.

The 
offensive was simultaneous with 
the German drive against Greece. 


Raid on Hill. 


On March 19, before the main 
attack by the Italians began push- 
ing the Greeks back: to their fron- 
tier, two Italian companies of 134 
men’ with four tanks raided a 
small crest held by the Greeks 
about a mile in.front of an. Ital- 
ian encampment. . 

The Italians seized the crest, but 
only 14 men and'two tanks sur- 
vived the charge. - 

An officer, pointing out the bat- 
tlefield six weeks later, described 
the Greek fire as hellish. The 
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wreckage of one medium-sized Ital- 
ian tank still sagged in the hole 
where it exploded after rolling 
over a Greek land mine. The 
crew was buried beside a road, 
crash helmets marking the graves. 


Here and there about the battle- 
field are other graves, all with 
crude wooden crosses. Many: bear’ 
the names of the dead; others are 
marked only “unknown soldier.” « 


Greek graves are unmarked ex- 
cept for a few over which steel 
helmets have been placed.

GERMAN attempt to complete the occupation, or subjugation, of

Last winter the Germans were in a difficult position when they 
dealt with Petain.

This created the maximum of 
illusion in France and explains 
more than anything else why the 
Vichy French, unlike. those in’ oc- 
cupied Paris, are still unaware 
how crushing their defeat is and 
how terrible is the fate that lies 
ahead of them. It created illu- 
sions even in America, which -sent 
at least two agents to French 
Morocco to talk presumably with 
Gen. Weygand and others about 
the possibility of cdlonial action 
against the Germans, 


Hitler can scarcely have deluded 
himself. He held more ace cards 
than Petain and, moreover, he was 
playing a game that was both 
clever and patient. Unless there 
is a miracle Hitler will win that 
game. He has slowly increased 
his control over the French fleet 
and the moment seems to have 
passed when French North Africa 
might have thrown in its lot with 
De Gaulle’s “Free France.” 


Cards Played by Hitler. 


What were the cards with which 
Hitler prevented Petain from play- 
ing the aces of the fleet and em- 
pire? The first was the division 
of the country into occupied 
France and “Free France,” as the 
Germans humorously termed it. 
Just as the division of France po- 
litically enabled Hitler to beat it

Three weeks ago they shunted 
across nine boxcars filled with 119 
lunatics from an insane asylum, 
Vichy eouldn’t send them back. 
Vichy had to take them, find asy- 
lum for them and learn again to 
laugh in the guttural way at the 
German sense of humor, 


Halter Around Throat. 


It is no wonder that even Pe 
tain, long-suffering and silent, 
cried out: 

“The line of demarcation is a 
halter around the throat of 
France.”

1) OPPOSE DAYLIGHT 
~ SAVING AT HEARING 


Only One Speaker for I— 
Committee Takes Bill Un- 
der Advisement. 


The daylight saving bill, which 
would set St. Louis clocks ahead 
an hour from May 26 to Sept. 30, 
was taken under advisement yes- 
terday by the Public Welfare Com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen, 
following a hearing attended by 
40 persons, 15 of whom spoke 
against the bill and only one in 
favor. 

The only champion of the pro- 
posal was William T. Collins, 6226 
Oakland avenue, a frequent par- 
ticipant in City Hall hearings. 
Arguing against the bill were rep- 
resentatives of theater owners, ra- 
dio stations, union labor, the Muni- 
cipal Opera and the postoffice. 

Collins said he had made a per- 
sonal poll of employes of insur- 
ance companies, railroads and shoe 
factories and found them over- 
whelmingly in favor of daylight 
saving. He argued that the added 
hour of daylight would mean more 
outdoor exercise for young peo- 
ple “so that they can carry on 
better when old ducks like me 
are gone.” 

Fred Wehrenberg, president of 
the Theater Owners’ Association, 
said his group would suffer as a 
result of reduced attendance. He 
said women often went to neigh- 
borhood theaters in“ house dresses 
but if they had to go earlier, be- 
fore it was dark, they would be 
reluctant to go out without mak- 
ing themselves more presentable. 
He said a poll of customers in 25 
theaters brought loud boos for 
the proposal. 

‘Nelson Cunliff, Municipal Thea- 
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ter director, asserted patrons from 
surrounding towns—200,000 a year 
—would be less likely to attend 
because they would get home la- 
ter. Postmaster W. Rufus Jack- 
son said mail delivery schedules 
would be upset by daylight saving. 
Radio men said their schedules, 
recently adjusted because of day- 
light saving in other cities, would 
be disrupted anew. John J. Roll- 
ings, spokesman for the Central 
Trades and Labor Union, declared 
working people wanted their early 
morning sleep undisturbed because 
it was the best time for sleeping 
in St. Louis,

- NEW YORK, May 7 (AP) —Dor- 
othy Thompson, columnist, advo- 
cated last night that the United 


States “be put at once on a total 


war footing, for our ability to 
avoid war and resist capitulation 
will be exactly commensurate to 
our strength, as will_be our ability 
to win the war if it should come.” 

Miss Thompson, speaking at a 
dinner in her honor, urged that 
America “not make the mistake 
of every other nation, in waiting 
too long. Let us demand for the 
President that authority complete- 
ly to mobilize and organize the 
economic and moral strength of 
this country.” ; 

“She called on Americans to sub- 
scribe to 10 articles of “social. 
faith” and create “a movement in 
#merica for defense and recon- 
struction—not another committee, 
nor another party, but a brother- 
hood of dedicated beings.” 

She made the appeal at a dinner 
tendered her by friends “in recog- 
nition of her great services to our 
democracy and her valiant battle 
against Nazism.” She received a 
bust of herself by Jo Davidson 
from Mrs, James Roosevelt, moth- 
er of the President. 

Telegrams praising Miss Thomp- 
son from President Roosevelt, 
Prime Minister Winston Churchill 
of England and Prime Minister W. 
L. Mackenzie King of Canada were 
read to the audience. 

The one from Churchill, read by 
Wendell L. Willkie, said Miss 
Thompson “has shown what one 
valiant woman can do with the 
power of the pen.” 

Submitting her “articles of 
faith,” Miss Thompson listed first 
“I believe that nobody can have 
life, Uberty, or the possibility of 
happiness unless his country is 
alive, free and happy.” 

Speaking directly to Mrs. Roose- 
velt and referring to the Presi- 
dent, Miss Thompson said “only 
a few weeks, a few days, perhaps 
only a few hours intervene be- 
tween now and the greatest dect- 
sion any man has ever had to 
make for his fellow men. And 
should he falter for a second—he 
has not done so yet—or should he 
err, let us rally around him for 
support, and inject our strength 
into him. Let us never, never, nev- 
er stab him in the back taking 
advantage of a weak moment.”

OTTAWA, Canada, May 7 (AP).

U. S. Can Help Humanity, Says 
Menzies. 

NEW YORK, May 7 (AP).— 
Prime Minister Robert Gordon 
Menzies of Australia . said last 
night on arrival here from Eng- 
land by Clipper that “ it will take 
the great genius of the people of 
America” to help Great Britain 
win the battle of the Atlantic. 

Speaking of American produc- 
tion of war materials, he said: 
“You can see that they arrive 
where they will do the most good.” 

Asked if he wanted the United 
States to convoy war materials, 
Menzies said: “It would be quite 
bogus of me to say anything but 
I do. That is my honest opin- 
ion. It is, however, a question 
for America to decide.” 

Menzies, who will visit in Wash- 
ington, said recent “German vic- 
tories are aside from ‘the main is- 
sue. In the next 12 months that 
issue will be fought oyt in the air 
and on the Atlantic.” 

“The United States can do a 
great service to humanity in each 
case if she wants to,” he said in 
a statement he read at an inter- 
view. “She can make aircraft, 
particularly bombing aircraft, as 
far as possible to British specifi- 
cations on the same scale and 
with the same concentration as 
if she were at war. 

World Waiting on U. §. 

“The question remains how 
quickly will you get going so that 
you reach the top line of your 
capacity? We are all waiting. 
The world is waiting. 

“Australia has no more natural 
born interest in the politics of 
Europe than you have. Like you 
we are a long way off and we 
have and love a life of our own. 
But this war is not about the 
politics of Europe; it is about the 
politics of the human race. 

“If Britain, the ancient home of 
liberty, were to go down what 
sort of a lone hand would Aus- 
tralia and America be playing? 

“You are not being asked to 
make a donation to a deserving 
charity; you are being asked to 
defend your own way of life.”

Strong British forces, 
which are being ‘continually rein- 
forced from India, were landed at 
Basra and they have assumed con- 
trol of .that highly important 
bridgehead in the Hast for which 
we shall no doubt have to fight 
hard and long. —— 

Rashid Ali was led into more 
violent courses. He attacked the 
British air contingent at Habba- 
niyah. For several days we were 
very anxious about the position 
there.

We have made great progress in 
all these spheres since the begin- 
ning of the year but there is much 
more to do in that field. With the 
continued flow of assistance which 
already has been given us by the 
United States we can probably 
maintain our minimum essential 
traffic during 1941, 

As for 1942, we must look to an 
immense construction of mier- 
chant ships in the United States. 
This already is in full swing and 
since I last mentioned the sub- 
ject less than a month ago I have 
received assurance of construction 
of merchant vessels by the United 
States which, added to our pihaly 
large program of new building and 
repairs, should see us through the 
year 1942. ;

Hitler’s second card has been 
reparations levied on the excuse of 
the army of occupation. sche 
French are cumpelled to pay’ 400,- 
960.000 francs a day. At this rate 
the French have disgorged not less 
than $3,5100,000,000 in the first year 
of occupation. This is an interest- 
ing footnote to 20 years of German 
propaganda against the alleged 


sailles. Under the, Versailles treaty 
Germany had paid only some nite 
bilion dollars by 1932 when rep- 
arations were scrapped. Thus the 
Freneh in one year have paid near- 
ly half of ail the reparations paid 
by Germany. 


The charge against the French 
is based on the cost of an army of 
occupation numbering 8,000,000 
men. Actually the Germans have 
quartered only 3,000,000 in France. 
Thus two-thirds of the sum 
charged is pocketed by the Ger- 
mans. The stolen two-thirds has 
been used to buy control of French 
factories from the French share- 
lholders. This provides a tre- 
mendous loot for the Nazi higher- 
ups and they control most of the 
French factories now working for 
Germany. Fifty per cent of French 
industry is at work again, it is 
estimated, and of this only 5 per 
cent works for French consump- 
tion, 

Groaning under such a burden, 
the French have alternately hoped 
that it would be lessened and 
feared it would be increased. It 
has proved an effective weapon 
in German hands as well as the 
most colossal instance of looting 
in modern history. 

The final and most important of 
Hitler’s weapons has been control 
over some 2,000,000 French prison- 
ers of war held in German camps. 
There is scarcely a French family 
that does not wait for some loved 
one. Whenever he has wanted to 
shake the French, Hitler has hint- 
ed that these prisoners might be 
released or reminded the Vrchen 
that they still can be held. In the 
main they are under the super- 
vision. of German officers who 
were prisoners in the last war and 
know the prisoner’s _ psychology, 
but there always is the’ possibility 
of putting Nazi storm troopers 
over them, ;

WHEN HARRIET KRASNOW checks in for work at Gen- 
eral Motors, she does not pull off her gloves, roll up her sleeves 
and start in. Indeed, she does the reverse. First, as do all 
the other girls in her department, Harriet puts on a very be- 
eoming powder-blue rayon smock with long sleeves. And then 
she pulls on a pair of the finest kid gloves that money can buy. 
Only then is she ready to go to work. Harriet, because her 
hands and fingers are small and nimble, is employed in assembly 
of the smallest ball bearings made in this country. Until the 
second World War engulfed Europe, such tiny bearings had 
been imported from abroad. After Harriet has assembled these 
infinitesimal bearings, they are used in aviation instruments, 
eontrols, engines, pulleys and as stack bearings for variable 
pitch propellers with stresses up to 300,000 pounds. Harriet 
does not put on the powder-blue rayon smock because if is 
becoming, or slip her hands into kid gloves because they keep 


her pinkies clean. 


She wears that smock because it produces 


no lint, and the lint from either a cotton garment or a woolen 
sweater would impair the functioning of the bearing. She 
wears the gloves because any touch of a human hand on the 
bearing leaves perspiration or saline deposits, which would 


result in rust spots. 
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THE DELICACY OF the manual operations in assembling 
these tiny ball-bearings is no more minute than the delicacy 
ef the mental calculations which General Electric’s seven slide 
rule queens bring to bear on giant turbines. Miss Emily T. 
Hannan, a personable young woman, heads this feminine brain 
trust. Their workaday world revolves in a complicated universe 
of higher mathematics. Although none of these women is 
an engineer, they can ‘give any engineer cards, spades, and big 
and little casino in the realm of higher mathematics and still 
win in a walk. These gals can and do employ a 20-place 


logarithm table in many of their calculations. 


Most engineers 


freely admit they have never seen a logarithm table of more 


than seven places. Turbines are tailor-made. 


No two turbine 


jobs are handled exactly the same way. From the windows of 
the office which Miss Hannan and her staff occupy, they survey 
a vast assortment of machinery, castings, mammoth steel sec- 
tions and piping which reposes temporarily in the bay between 
two of the big turbine shops.

Tr IS MISS HANNAN and her associates who predeter- 
mine just exactly what shape this mass of material will eventu- 


ally assume in the finished turbine. 


Their desks are covered 


with graphs and charts which will shape and size these ma- 
terials in finished form. The girl who was graduated from 
the College of New Rochelle with the intention of becoming 
a math teacher and who landed a job at General Electric by 
accident, is now one of the determining cogs in the great wheel

Any exercise which tenses the 
abdominal muscles is harmful to 
woman. These muscles must be 
elastic—they must stretch and con- 
tract at bidding.

Position: Place legs over a 
piano bench, the rest of the body 
flat on the floor, elbows on floor 
and hands tucked under the sacrum

Repeat 15 times.

Fifteen times in 
all. You must forcibly bring the 
abdomen in and out. Practice 
this until you can pull your ab- 
domen in and up at will whether 
you are sitting, standing, walking 
or lying down.

every week for the thousands of 
shoppers who pour into St. Louis’ 
downtown shopping area to buy 


geverything from clothes to canvas 


porch chairs. Looking is free but 
the problem of the experts is to 
convert window shoppers into 
buyers, and it is this conversion 
that takes a highly developed 
technique. . 

“Strictly speaking,” explains 
Chadwick, “the merchandise comes 
first. You can’t let atmosphere 
overpower the merchandise or 
you've defeated your purpose. Aft- 
er all department stores aren't 
selling displays; they're selling 
goods. The trick is to attract at- 
tention and have your merchan- 
dise fitted into the display in such 
a way that the customer absorbs 
the sales story without being 
aware of it.” 

Gray-haired now, Chadwick be- 
gan in display business, as a boy 
when Nugent’s was an wup-and- 
coming department store. He has 
been with Famous-Barr since 1913 
and has seen window displays 
graduate from stiff, unbending 
things set against mahogany back- 
grounds to gorgeous scenes that 
tell whole stories. In the old days, 
the display director could operate 
efficiently with a couple of help- 
ers; now Chadwick has a regular 
staff of 14 artists, sign writers, 
window dressers, carpenters and 
electricians. For big events, like 
Christmas windows or January 
white sales, the staff swells to 3D 
or 40 and Chadwick and his corps 
of specialists work day and night 
rigging up the store’s 47 windows. 

“I often wonder,” he says, “if 
any one person who ever got a 
bang out of a store window ever 
stopped to wonder how many 
headaches went into that particu- 
lar display.” . 

In the opinion of E. H. Leeker 
of Stix, Baer and Fuller, two- 
thirds of the effort expended on 
any display goes into the prepara- 
tion; the other third is absorbed 
in the actual process of dressing 
it into the window. ' 

“After all,” he says, “there are 
just so many ideas, but it’s up to 
the display director and his staff 
to have the ideas on how those 
basic ideas may be trimmed up to 
look like new.” : 


Leeker was once an assistant 


window trimmer in a Toledo de- 
partment store and came to Stix, 
Baer & Fuller after some 25 years 


of experience in stores in Detroit 


and Chicago. He now has 20 em- 
ployes under him in the display de- 
partment and still finds the job 
of display director harder than he 
found being in the army back in 
1917, 
Favorite idea of all Leeker has 
had since he came to Stix, Baer &

artists lay out a real pool and 
waterfall.

For -the life of me I can’t 
remember what item of merchan- 
dise this fur-lined bathtub. was 
promotion for but it certainly 
wasn’t bathtubs because the store 
didn’t carry plumbing fixtures. In 
St. Louis, that sort of stuff doesn’t 
go over. That’s why my dream 
of that window dressed up with 
two fried eggs and a busted tele- 
phone was a nightmare.” 

In the prop divisions of the dis- 
play departments of St. Louis’ three 
largest stores, you will find no 
fur-lined bathtubs or papier mache 
fried eggs, but just about every 
other item imaginable is kept in 
stock for handy use when a win- 
dow comes up that calls for un- 


erty department is more classic, 
since Grace Everest leans a bit 
toward elegance in her display 
ideas. 

Highly paid and hard-working, 
display directors Everest, Leeker 
and Chadwick knock, off twice a 
year and go touring to see what’s 
new in other big city windows. New 
York is a “must” for a once-over 
and Hollywood comes next. With 
European markets pretty much a 
thing of the past, California and 
South American merchandise is 
booming and display directors need 
to get the right feeling first hand 
before they can transfer it to their 
St. Louis windows for the enter- 
tainment and information of local 
window watchers. 


“You don’t just get in a batch 
of California stuff and then get 
up California window displays by 
looking at picture post-cards,” says 
Chadwick. “You have to get the 
‘feel’ of the country or you'll have 
a phony.” =e 

And from Chadwick comes the 
advance information that this sum- 
mer’s show window backgrounds 
will veer from the traditional cool 
blues and light greens to warm, 
rich shades of golden browns, reds, 
deep blues and yellows. It’s the 
South American influence that now 
has the display directors Holding 
their heads for new ideas to get 
window shoppers to stop, look and 
be converted from spectators into 
purchasers.

(Prentice-Hall, Inc. publishers, 
New York, 1941), 

The corner drug store still exists 
and I suppose there must be some 

i reason why corners are se 

lected, although I am not so sure 
I understand it, but the corner 
druggist, in the old sense of the 
word, is largely disappearing. He 
was the neighborhood drugzist, 
just as the doctor was the neigh- 
borhood doctor and the minister 
was the neighborhood minister, 
His position, as Mr. Nixon says, 
was at once the most obscure and 
the most important in his com- 
munity. He performed the great- 
est service for the lowest pay. 

The corner druggist here de- 
scribed, began his apprenticeship 
when he was 17 years old. He 
lived over the drug store. He was 
available day and night. He did 
a good deal of medical practice in 
the way of prescribing for com- 
mon ailments. So far as I can see, 
he did it pretty well. He took care 
of a great many illnesses at a cost 
which the patient could afford to 
pay and filled a place in the prac- 
tice of medicine which I am not 
sure was supplied by the regular 
medical profession. The Public 
Relations Counsels of the various 
druggists associations tell me that 
this practice is dying out but I am 
not so sure but what it is a good 
practice.

“The old-fashioned neighbor- 
hood drug store was an institu- 
tion unique in America life,” says 
the book. “It was an accommoda- 
tion center much like the modern 
filling station. People come there 
to use the telephones or the rest 
rooms, to get free maps and free 
information, and occasionally to 
buy. So it was with the drug 
store. Father said that loafers 
bought cigars in other places and 


came there to smoke them; that /-— 


they bought drugs somewhere else 
and came there to be entertained. 
People dropped in for the weather 
report, to look at the thermom- 
eter, to buy two-cent stamps, to 
have specks taken out of their

“Father, like most old-time 
pharmacists, cursed the people 
who came to talk instead of to 
buy, but he would have been lost 
without the gossip and bustle 
around him. Because he was on 
duty 18 hours a day, he had no 
opportunity for any other social 
life. The familiar story was of 
the pharmacist and his friend who 
were playing checkers. The latter 
whispered, ‘Doc, a customer just 
came into the store.’

The average neighborhood drug- 
gist has a hard time keeping his 
head above water, or staying a 
few steps ahead of the sheriff. . ..

Brown sugar has an im- 
portant mineral content that is 
completely refined out of white 
sugar, in addition to its distinctive 
flavor. 

If you have any trouble keeping 
brown sugar soft, put it into a 
tightly covered glass jar and place a 
half or quarter of apple, skin side 
down, on top of the sugar. This 
will soften even the most hardened
